The Fourth Ordinary General Meeting of Cables and Wireless, 
Limited, was held, on May 24, at Southern House, E.C. 

Mr. J. C. Denison-Pender (the Governor) said that the total 
profits received by Cables and Wireless from the combined 
undertakings for the past three years had been: in 1930 
£1,386,875, in 1931 £717,080, and in 1932 £700,190. Dealing 
with the activities of the Communications Company, he pointed 
out that total receipts showed a decrease of only £32,219, or 
less than 1 per cent. The mere fact of a further decrease, how- 
ever small, was disappointing, but it would be foolish to ignore 
the forces operating to affect the traffic receipts of an under- 
taking like their own so intimately concerned in the progress 
and prosperity of every part of the world. From time to time 
a sudden pressure developed in some part of their system, due 
to activity in a particular industry, but it was to a steady and 
sustained increase that they must look for real and effective 
improvement in their figures, which were still depressed by such 
influences as the continued disturbance of commerce in the Far 
East. and South America. 

The report was unanimously adopted.

The money value of sales in April was substan- 
tially the same as in April, 1932, though in the three 
months February-April it was 2-1 per cent. smaller 
than in the corresponding period of 1932. Stocks at 
the end of April were 64 per cent. lower in value 
than a year earlier.

RETAIL TRADE IN APRIL AND IN FEBRUARY—APRIL 
COMPARISON OF 1933 WITH 1932 


In continuation of the series of returns relating to 
retail trade which are being prepared by the joint 
efforts of the Incorporated Assoviation of Retail Dis- 
tributors and the Bank of England, there is given 
below a table showing the relation of sales in April, 
1933, and in the three months February-April, 1933, 
to sales in the corresponding periods a year earlier. 
These figures are compiled from returns furnished by 
g number of departmental stores, concerns operating 
multiple retail shops, independent retailers and a 
representative section of the retail co-operative 
societies. 

Figures are also given comparing the value at cost 
of stocks held and the number of persons employed at 
the end of April, 1933, with those at the same date in 
1932. A smaller number of concerns supply this 
information ; the co-operative societies in particular 
do not at present contribute to these sections. 

Many concerns now report the number of days on 
which selling took place in their shops during the 
periods to which the figures relate, but this informa- 
tion is not yet adequate to enable precise comparisons 
to be made between the two periods for which particu- 
lars are Shown. Average daily sales cannot therefore 
be calculated nor can the difference in length between 
the working periods in 1932 and in 1933 be exactly 
measured. The occurrence of Easter in March in 1982 
and in April in 1933 adds to the difficulty of com- 
parison. With a view to avoiding the publication of 








figures for non-comparable periods so far as possible, it 
is the practice to adjust each month the sales of those 
concerns reporting a difference of three days or more in 
the working period of the month and the corresponding 
month a year earlier. In respect of rather more than 
one-third of the total sales reported for April, the sales 
in the two years covered an equal period or adjust- 
ments were made. In the case of the co-operative 
societies, the working period in April, 1933, was esti- 
mated to be shorter than a year earlier by about 
one and a half days on the average, the Easter holiday 
affecting each society in different degrees in the 
different districts and departments. It would appear 
from the information available that, after making the 
adjustments referred to above, the working period to 
which the aggregates in the table relate was probably 
shorter on an average in April, 1933, than in April, 
1932, by about one day. 


SALES 


The money value of retail sales reported for April, 
1933, was substantially the same as for April, 1932 ; 
for March a decline of 2-9 per cent. was recorded. If 
March and April are taken together, in order to 
eliminate the effect of the incidence of the Easter 
holiday, the total shows a fall of 1-5 per cent. in com- 
parison with the same period in 1932. Good weather,

combined with the normal stimulus to buying in pre- 
paration for Easter, was reported to have brought about 
increased activity in several departments in the earlier 
part of April this year ; the colder weather which 
occurred later in the month checked this improvement 
to some extent. 

Total sales increased in value in Central and West 
End London by 6-9 per cent. There was also a rise 
of 1-8 per cent. in the South of England. In Suburban 
London there was a slight decrease, while in Scotland 
and in Wales and the North of England total sales 
declined by 2-6 per cent. and 2-9 per cent. respectively. 

Sales of food and perishables, which amounted to 
about 56 per cent. of the total sales, decreased in 
every district except Central and West End London, 
and were lower for the country as a whole by 4:3 per 
cent. in comparison with April, 1932. The correspond- 
ing figure for March was 2-9 per cent., and for the three 
months ended April 3-6 per cent. The decline in April 
of 6-8 per cent. in Wales and the North of England was 
substantially greater than that for any other district. 

Sales of non-food merchandise were larger by 5-0 per 
cent. in the country as a whole. Every district except 
Scotland reported increased sales of these goods, 
varying from 1-6 per cent. in Wales and the North of 
England to 9-9 per cent. in the South of England. 
Taking March and April together, sales were higher 
by 1:2 per cent. Considerably increased sales for 
Great Britain as a whole were recorded in some cate- 
gories, the largest rises being in men’s and boys’ wear 
(16-3 per cent.), boots and shoes (13-0 per cent.), sports 
and travel goods (11-8 per cent.) and women’s wear 
(11-7 per cent.). Five categories thus showed an in- 
crease of over 10 per cent., while sales of hardware 
and fancy goods each improved by more than 5 per 
cent. The figures for piece-goods, which had risen 
slightly in March, declined in April by 5-6 per cent., 
each area except Central and West End London show- 
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ing a decrease. In furniture a decrease of 5-0 per cent 
occurred, the only area where sales were larger being 
the South of England (1 per cent.). 

All categories except food and perishables, Piece. 
goods, furniture, and miscellaneous goods showed 
larger sales for the three months February-April, 1933 
than for the corresponding period last year, but owing 
to the importance of these exceptions total sales . 
the first three months of the trading year were smalle 
by 2-1 per cent. than a year ago. The only distri¢ 
for which an increase was recorded for this period wag 
Central and West End London (0.3 per cent.). Wales 
and the North of England showed much the largeg 
decline (3-9 per cent.). 


STOCKS 


Stocks at cost were 6-4 per cent. lower in value at 
the end of April than at the corresponding date jy 
1932 ; for March and February declines of 7-4 and 81 
per cent., respectively, were recorded. Lower stocks 
were reported in all districts, the fall ranging from 4-7 
per cent. in Scotland to 8-6 per cent. in Suburban 
London. The decline affected every class of goods, 
being more than 5 per cent. in eight catezories and legs 
than 5 per cent. in two—food and perishables (2:8 per 
cent.) and hardware (3-0 per cent.). The largest per- 
centage fall (13-3 per cent.) occurred in sports and 
travel goods. 


EMPLOYMENT 


Percentage changes are given in the table for selling 
employees and for juveniles (whether engaged in sell- 
ing or not) as well as for total staffs. At the end of 
April the aggregate numbers in employment were 1:5 
per cent. higher than those recorded a year earlier : 
selling staffs increased by 1-9 per cent., while the 
number of juveniles was practically unchanged. The 
only district for which the aggregate number of 
employees reported was lower than in April, 1932, was 
Suburban London (1:2 per cent.).

With the exception of the September quarter of 
1932, when there were declines as compared with the 
preceding quarter both as regards coal mining and the 
manufacturing industries—declines which may be 
regarded as due to some extent to seasonal causes— 
there have been no wide fluctuations in industrial 
activity during the past fifteen months. The index 
numbers for the past five quarters are as follows :—

In comparing the indices for the March quarter of the 
present year and the corresponding period of 1932 some 
allowance should be made for the fact that the Easter 
holidays fell in the March quarter in 1932 and in the 
June quarter in the present year. 

Comparing the group indices for the March quarter 
of 1933 with those for the corresponding period of 1932, 
there was a decline in engineering and shipbuilding of 
about 2 per cent., in the textiles group of nearly 4 per 
cent. and in the chemical and allied trades group of 
about 44 per cent. Production in the food, drink and 
tobacco group recorded a fall of 5 per cent. Iron and 
steel and manufactures thereof showed an improve- 
ment of nearly 2} per cent., and leather and boots and 
shoes an increase of nearly 4 per cent. The non- 
ferrous metals group was the only one to show a con- 
siderable movement—a fall of 164 per cent. In com- 
parison with the December quarter of 1932, a slight 
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improvement was recorded in shipbuilding and marine 
engineering ; increased activity in the cotton weaving 
and finishing and in the natural silk trade was partially 
offset by decreased output in the woollen and worsted, 
jute, artificial silk, hosiery and linen trades; and the 
boot and shoe industry recorded an increased output of 
about 10 per cent. The index for leather was about 24 
er cent. higher as compared with the March quarter 
of 1932, but unchanged from the figure recorded for 
the December quarter. 

Of the miscellaneous industries not specified in the 
groups, there was a decreased output in the March 
quarter of 1933, as compared with the December 
quarter, of cement and tiles, and smaller quantities of 
rubber were taken by the consuming industries. 

In order to publish the results as early as possible, 
it has been necessary to include certain provisional 
figures for the last quarter covered by the calculation. 
It is not, however, anticipated that the replacement of 
these provisional figures, when definitive data become 
available, will materially alter the index numbers for 
the various groups, and any revision that may be 
necessary will be made when the figures for the follow- 
ing quarter are published. The net result of revisions 
in the figures for the December quarter has been to 
raise the general index for that quarter by 0-5 per cent. 

The method of calculation of the index and the scope 
of the figures were fully explained in the “* B.T.J.’’ 
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of February 21, 1929 (pages 253-4). The sections of 
industry which are covered by the information at pre- 
sent received represent about 90 per cent. of the total 
activity of the groups of industry set out in the table, 
and more than two-thirds of the total manufacturing 
and mining activity of Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland, as ascertained in the 1924 Census of Produc- 
tion. Of the branches of trade not covered by the data 
summarised in the table, the most important are the 
building and contracting trades (with the exception of 
the output of cement and tiles, for which particulars 
are included in the general index), the clothing trade 
(other than boots and shoes), and public utility services 
other than gas and electricity. 


COMPARISON WITH GERMANY AND THE UNITED STATES 


The index of manufacturing production for the 
United Kingdom, as estimated for the first quarter of 
1933, shows a decrease of 1:3 per cent. compared with 
the first quarter of 1982. The index (revised series) 
prepared by the Institut fiir Konjunkturforschung for 
Germany (including coal mining) shows an increase of 
5-9 per cent.onacomparison of the same two periods. 
The index of manufacturing production compiled by the 
Federal Reserve Board for the United States for the 
period December, 1932, to February, 1933 (March data 
not available), shows a decrease of 10-7 per cent. com- 
pared with the same period of 1931-82. 


BELGIUM 
INDUSTRIAL CONDITIONS: THE MARKET FOR UNITED KINGDOM GOODS 


The world crisis has produced disastrous effects on 
Belgian public finance, *writes the Commercial Secre- 
tary to H.M. Embassy at Brussels. It was estimated 
that the total deficit on October 31, 1933, at which date 
the 19832 Budget definitely closes, would be 2,700 
million frances. 

When in the course of last year it became evident 
that the Budget proposals for 1932 were falsified by 
the effects of the depression, steps were taken to 
remedy the situation. In March, a Law was passed 
providing for the reduction of Ministerial budgets, the 
repression of frauds in the social services, a reduction 
on Civil Service salaries, etc., an increase in direct 
taxation, and finally the raising of Customs, excise and 
consumption taxes by 15 per cent. Recourse was also 
had to loans, and on December 13 the Belgian Govern- 
ment informed the Government of the United States 
that they would be unable to pay a sum of 2,125,000 
dollars due on December 15. 

On December 29 Parliament passed a financial Bill 
destined to secure the balancing of the 1933 Budget. 
The Bill put forward rigorous measures, including the 
repression of frauds and abuses, economies, reduction 
of salaries, pensions and unemployment benefit, and 
increased taxation. The banks have been able to main- 
tain their position without undue difficulty, but those 
having a direct participation in industry have been 
doubly affected by the depression. 


ANGLO-BELGIAN TRADE 


In the all-round decline of trade the percentage of 
imports supplied by the United Kingdom nevertheless 
show a slight increase from 8-2 per cent. in 1931 to 
86 per cent. of the total value of imports in 1982. The 
percentage of Belgian exports taken by the United 
Kingdom declined in value by 4 per cent., France re- 
placing this country as Belgium’s best customer. Im- 
ports from the United Kingdom under all categories 
have diminished in absolute value; and in all the more 
important groups, from the British point of view, there 
is also a decrease in the quantity of United Kingdom 
imports. Belgium’s exports to the United Kingdom 
have similarly fallen off in every branch and to an

even greater extent, with the sole exception of the 
quantity of vegetable products, which increase is not 
reflected in the corresponding value of these commodi- 
ties. The effect of the Import Duties Act is reflected 
in a large decrease in exports of textiles and of metal- 
lurgical products to the United Kingdom. 

The effect of the depreciation in sterling has been in 
general a reduction in price delivered to customers, but 
the reduction is not always in proportion to the differ- 
ence in exchange. The present rate of sterling un- 
doubtedly renders the prices of United Kingdom goods 
in general competitive and opens the market to new 


_ products whose price was hitherto too high. 


INDUSTRIAL CONDITIONS 


Belgian industries have not escaped the difficulties 
which have beset all branches of economic activity 
throughout the world. The coal industry had an un- 
favourable year, in spite of further reductions in the 
quota on imported coal. A strike which broke out in 
the Borinage basin at the beginning of July spread to 
all the other coal basins and for a time to certain other 
industries as well; it only came to an end on Sep- 
tember 8. 

The iron and steel industry has been depressed and 
suffered from the import duties imposed by the United 
Kingdom. There were signs, however, of improvement 
in the last quarter of the year. The constructional 
engineering branch has been assisted by orders for metal 
carriages from the railway authorities. An improve- 
ment is noticeable in the zinc trade, but in regard to 
copper a further reduction in output is anticipated. 

The Belgian textile industries have been severely 
affected by the exchange and Customs restrictions in 
foreign countries and in particular by the fall in sterling 
and the subsequent imposition of Customs duties in the 
United Kingdom. Exports fell by almost 50 per cent. 
An improvement was, however, noted in September. 

Production-of flax continues to fall off and the situa- 
tion in the flax districts is critical. The area under flax 
has been reduced to only 8,000 hectares, and, out of 
30,000 workers formerly engaged in the industry, about 
25,000 are unemployed. The linen industry has suffered 
from lack of demand and falling prices. The same has 
been true of the hemp and jute industries. 

Conditions in the cotton industry were disastrous 
during the first half of the year, production declining 
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to about 25 per cent. of the normal output. A con- 
siderable improvement took place in September, how- 
ever. The woollen industry, which depends mainly on 
export, has had a bad year, as a result of protectionist 
measures abroad and particularly in the United King- 
dom; though here again an improvement began in 
August and September. An agreement between Bel- 
gian manufacturers of viscose silk led to the formation 
of a joint sales company. The quota system has been 
applied to certain classes of imported silk and mixed 
silk hosiery. 

In the glassware industry, an agreement was con- 
cluded between the Fourcault group and the Libbey- 
Qwens group. The agreement, which entered into 
force in July, covers all classes of sheet glass and 
provides for the division of both home and export 
markets. The glass industry, with the exception of the 
crystal, table glass and bottle industry, did not suffer 
unduly from the duties in the United Kingdom, which 
still remains Belgium’s best market for plate and sheet 
glass. 

Trade in chemical products has been unsatisfactory 
both in quantity and price. In the cement and brick 
industries, production has been much below capacity 
and both suffered from reduced exports to the United 
Kingdom and elsewhere ; unemployment and inactivity 
have been rife in the quarries. In the leather industry 
tanners suffered from the drop in prices, reduced 
exports and the diminished home demand, though in 
this industry also an improvement was noticeable in 
September. In the shoe trade intense competition from 
Czechoslovakia led to the institution of a quota on 
imports of certain classes of shoes. 

The lack of demand and foreign competition led to 
reduced output in the paper industry. The pottery 
industry had a bad year, having suffered both from 
restrictions on export and foreign competition on the 
home market; the production of refractory products 
was also maintained at a very low level. Sales of motor 
vehicles have fallen off by 30 per cent. The import of 
motor vehicles and their parts was subjected to licence 
as from August 28. The situation in the diamond 
industry was even worse than in 1931; purchases in 
the United States declined heavily. 


AGRICULTURE, FISHERIES AND SHIPPING 


Agriculture is passing through a difficult period as 
a result of the fall in prices, the decreased purchasing 
power of Belgium’s best customers and the restrictions 
placed on exports to certain countries, such as the 
United Kingdom and France. In consequence agricul- 
tural circles have exerted pressure on the Government 
with the object of securing protection for the branches 
most hardly hit by the situation. This pressure has 
not been altogether in vain; a scheme whereby millers 
employ, at a contract price, a percentage of home- 
grown wheat was put into operation in the latter part 
of the year and a number of agricultural products have 
been protected by import quotas. 

The critical state of the fishing industry also led to 
Government intervention and a quota on imported fish 
was imposed as from July 22. 

Returns for the Port of Antwerp during 1932 show a 
decrease of 1,152 vessels and 2,721,597 tons on the 
figures for the previous year. The total number of ships 
entered was 9,407 (tonnage 19,666,745). The British 
flag came first with 3,195 vessels, though this figure 
shows a decrease on the previous year of 615 vessels. 
Shipping also declined at the other ports. 


IEXCONOMIC OUTLOOK 


Although the general picture of the Belgian economic 
position and of the country’s industrial output is by no 
means of a particularly pleasing character if each 
industry is looked into, it must nevertheless be realised 
that, in the face of world conditions, Belgium has, on 
the whole, resisted the general depression as well, if 
not better, than many other countries. 

It might be added that towards the end of the year 
more hopeful signs were apparent and there was a 
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general impression of better times to come. Improve. 
ment was noticeable in the important coal and metg]. 
lurgical industries, and the textile industry was legs 
depressed, although one can hardly speak of a reviya} 

If the large question of war debts can be settled once 
and for all, and if success should attend the labours oj 
the World Economic Conference, the belief is expresgeq 
that general trade will improve and that Belgium yj]! 
again see a further measure of prosperity. 


THe MARKET FOR UNITED KtnGcpom Goops 


In spite of Belgium’s small area, the density of its 
population and its proximity to the United Kingdom 
combine to render Belgium an interesting market for 
a large number of United Kingdom products. 

Many United Kingdom articles are already well. 
introduced in Belgium, some being sold through 
branches of the manufacturing concern in the United 
Kingdom, others being represented by local agents; but 
there is certainly scope in a number of lines for a con- 
siderable increase in our share of the import trade. 

In addition to exports of goods manufactured or 
produced in the United Kingdom, there 1s a consider- 
able re-export trade with Belgium in such commodities 
as butter, colonial produce, rubber, unworked diamonds 
and metals. Invisible exports from the United King- 
dom to Belgium are also important. These are repre- 
sented by: (1) The railway companies operating lines 
between the United Kingdom and Belgium; (2) The 
British insurance companies, of which there are 75 
operating in Belgium—the annual income from these 
interests is estimated at approximately 300 million 
frances; (8) Accountancy—a number of important 
British firms of chartered accountants have their 
branches in Belgium; (4) Shipping and banking. — 

In considering the importance of the market, it 
should be remembered that most of the buying for the 
Belgian Congo is done in Brussels, where the head 
offices of important colonial firms are established. 
There are also many Belgian firms, such as tram com- 
panies, ete., which have interests in all parts of the 
world and whose buying offices are in Brussels. 





Prospects OF INCREASING UNITED KinGcpom Imports 


British firms desirous of entering the Belgian market 
must. be prepared to meet keen competition. Local 
industry is well developed in many directions and 
Belgian products, if they are not quite equal to the 
United Kingdom article, have, nevertheless, the merit 
of cheapness. In addition, surrounded as Belgium is 
by other countries and easily accessible, in particular 
from Germany, competition is of necessity keen and 
continuous. . 

At the present time competition has been intensified 
by the persistence of the crisis and the consequent 
shrinking of the market. All branches of business are 
slack, and transactions have been reduced to a 
minimum pending some improvement in demand. 
Another adverse, though much less important, factor 
to be taken into consideration at the present time 1s 
the national appeal to buy Belgian goods, combined 
with a certain underlying current of resentment against 
the United Kingdom on account of its tariff policy. 

United Kingdom manufacturers would be well 
advised, however, to prepare for the time when the 
depression lifts and business revives. Their goods in 
general still have preference with buyers, provided they 
are properly marketed at a competitive price. It 1s 
recognised that in most lines they are equal to any and 
better than most in regard to the quality of the material 
employed and the finish of the workmanship. 

Finally, attention is drawn to the fact that there are 
quite large British and American colonies in Belgium; 
and also many Belgians who have resided in England 
and have acquired a taste for English articles. In 
addition, during the tourist season, many English 
people come to Belgium. This factor is of some 1m- 
portance in connection with articles of current con- 
sumption such as tea, whisky and gin, beer, breakfast 
foods, tinned foods, patent medicines, etc. 
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Owing to the depreciation of sterling and the move- 
ment for persuading British subjects to spend their 
holidays in the United Kingdom, the number of British 
visitors to the Belgian coast has been only about one-

UnitTED KinGcpom METHODS 


It has become prevalent in the United Kingdom to

The successful efforts overseas of large numbers of 
manufacturers are neglected and their results swamped 
in generalisations which are based on the weaknesses 


of the minority. 


The remarks which follow, therefore, 


must not be regarded as applying to those firms who 
have in fact tackled this market in a practical fashion 
ond who have successfully held their own against 


foreign competition. 


The fundamental fault of many United Kingdom 
manufacturers, however, is that at home they adopt 
an aggressive selling policy, create the public demand 
py advertising and really endeavour to meet the public 
taste, whereas as soon as they begin to export, they 
appear entirely to change their methods. 
look appears to become rigid and uncompromising, just 
when pliability and readiness to change and adapt are 
most necessary.

They overlook the fact that under 


after a half-hearted attack on the market; but the fact 
that they achieve such small results is largely their own 
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of United Kingdom manufacture, but success in secur- 
ing it implies patience, keenness, adaptability, and 
willingness to make present sacrifices in the hope of 
future gain, and, above all, judicious advertising. The 
United Kingdom manufacturer knows very well that if 
he wishes to put a product on the market, say, in York- 
shire, he would never try to find a buyer in Leeds and 
offer him a small commission and cash on delivery. 
Yet that is what some firms try to do in Belgium, and 
they are surprised that trade does not develop. They 
must not forget that buyers in general have no more 
interest in one product than another ; and the final cause 
of increased sales is demand by the public. United 
Kingdom manufacturers should therefore adapt their 
goods to the needs of the country and attack the market 
as though it was one of the English counties, by adver- 
tising and any other methods they usually employ. 


GERMAN METHODS 


Agents are often heard to compare United Kingdom 
methods unfavourably with those of Germany. Ger- 
many, of course, has the advantage of being contiguous 
to Belgium; but this is not by any means the only 
reason why German firms are penetrating all along the 


line. It is rather to their suppleness and keenness and 
readiness to take risks that their success is due. They 
make the goods that are suited to the market. They 


reply promptly to enquiries, and in French. They are 
prepared to constitute local stocks from which supplies 
can be immediately obtained. They supply engines 
for trial, a thing which United Kingdom firms rarely 
consent to do. They advertise. They are extraordi- 
narily, perhaps even too, generous in the matter of 
credit. And they are not averse to making important 
concessions in prices if necessary to secure an order. 

It is certain that these methods explain in part the 
successful efforts of many German firms.

Except in Belgium, there was a general decrease in 
the daily output of coal in March, especially in the 
United States, where the daily output of bituminous 
coal was lower than in February by 22°8 per cent.

Except in Poland increases in stocks were recorded 
in all the areas for which particulars are given in the 
above table. The increases in respect of Belgium and 
Germany were 240,000 tons and 256,000 tons, or 10-6 
and 4:8 per cent. respectively. It will be noted that 
the increased production in Belgium (282,000 tons) 
practically all went to increase the stocks at pithead. 
In Poland a substantial decrease of 103,000 tons, or 4°3 
per cent., was recorded. Compared with the end of 
March of last year coal stocks were over a million tons, 
or 21°8 per cent., higher in Germany, but considerable 
decreases were shown in the remaining countries.

While the daily output of pig iron decreased in the 
United States in March by 11-7 per cent. to a level 
lower than that for any month since August, 1932, con- 
siderable increases were recorded in both Germany and 
the United Kingdom. In the former country, where 
there was an increase in daily production of 13-3 per 
cent., the figure was the highest since November, 1931. 
while in the United Kingdom an increase of about 11-0 
per cent. brought the daily output to the highest level 
for twelve months. In France the March daily output 
was the highest since December, 1931, and in the Saar 
District it was the largest for nearly two-years. In 
Belgium and Luxemburg small decreases were re- 
corded. Compared with March of last year, daily pro- 
duction was substantially higher in Germany, the Saar

Steel production declined in the United States in 
March by about 16-9 per cent. In the remaining coun- 
tries for which particulars are given in the above table 
large increases were recorded, which could not in most 
cases be entirely accounted for by the larger number of 
working days in March. Measured as percentages these 
increases were as follows: Saar District, 44:6; Ger- 
many, 26:8; United Kingdom, 19-7; France, 18:4; 
Belgium, 9-2; Luxemburg, 5-9. In some countries the 
March production was the highest for a very consider- 
able period, steel output in the United Kingdom being 
the highest since September, 1930, in the Saar District 
since March, 1931, and in France and Belgium since 
October, 1931.

On the Belgian export market semi-products were 
frm in March while plates, ; in. and 4 in. thick, 
increased in price by 3-2 per cent. and 4-9 per cent.

WHOLESALE PRICES IN CERTAIN

MARCH QUARTER 
COMPARISON OF RELATIVE MOVEMENTS 


The monthly series of index numbers given in the 
table at the top of page 816 shows that prices declined 
in the first quarter of 1983 compared with the fourth 
quarter of 1932 in all the countries for which particulars 
are given. In Italy and in the United Kingdom the 
decline was continuous during the quarter, while in 
Belgium prices were steady in January but declined 
thereafter. In France the December price level was 
maintained in January and February, while in Germany 
a decrease in January was followed by a period of rela- 
tively stable prices. In the United States declines in 
both January and February were followed by a slight 
increase in March, this increase being the first recorded 
since last September. The average of wholesale prices 
in the first three months of 1933, as compared with the 
average for the preceding quarter, shows the largest 
decline in the case of the United States (5-2 per cent.), 
followed by Italy (3:7 per cent.), Belgium and Ger- 
many (2°5 per cent.), the United Kingdom (2-1 per 
cent.) and France (0-7 per cent.). A comparison of 
prices at the end of the first quarter of 1933 with those 
of a year earlier shows a decline of 6-7 per cent. in the 
United Kingdom, while in the countries then on the 
gold standard there were reductions of between 8-0 
and 10:7 per cent.

A general decline in prices took place in the United 
States in January and February, espec! ially in respect 
of raw materials, which were cheaper in February than 
in December by 7:1 per cent. In March, however, raw 
materials and semi-manufactures increased in price, 
mainly on account of the higher prices ruling for foods 
and farm products, while finished manufactures re- 

ained unchanged at the February level. 

Compared with the March quarter of last year raw 
materials decreased in price by 13-7 per cent., semi- 
finished products by 8-4 per cent., and finished pro- 
ducts by 8-0 per cent. All the separate agricultural 
and industrial groups recorded lower prices than a year 
ago.

WORLD ECONOMIC CONFERENCE 


TARIFF TRUCE 


The following is the text of the Resolution regarding 
the institution of a Tariff Truce which was adopted by 
the Organising Committee of the World Monetary and 
Economic Conference at a meeting held at the Foreign 
Office on May 12, 1933. 

The Governments of the United Kingdom, Germany, 
Belgium, the United States of America, France, Italy, 
Japan, and Norway, represented on the Organising 
Committee for the Monetary and Economic Confer- 
ence, convinced that it is essential for the successful 
conclusion of the Conference that the measures of all 
kinds which at the present time misdirect and paralyse 
international trade be not intensified pending an 
opportunity for the Conference to deal effectively with 
the problems created thereby, recognise the urgency 
of adopting at the beginning of the Conference a tariff 
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truce, the provisions of which shall be laid down by 
common agreement. 

The said Governments, being further convinced that 
immediate action is of great importance, themselves 
agree, and strongly urge all other Governments par- 
ticipating in the Conference to agree, that they will not 
before the 12th of June, nor during the proceedings of 
the Conference, adopt any new initiatives which might 
increase the many varieties of difficulties now arresting 
international commerce, subject to the proviso that 
they retain the right to withdraw from this agreement 
at any time after July 31, 1933, on giving one month's 
previous notice to the Conference. 

One of the main motives which brings the Govern- 
ments together in conference is to surmount the 
obstacles to international trade above referred to; the 
said Governments therefore urge all other Governments 
represented at the Conference to act in conformity 
with the spirit of this objective. 

Note.—It is understood that action taken in accord- 
ance with the consideration set out in Part I B Sub- 
section 2 of the Draft Annotated Agenda submitted by 
the Preparatory Commission of Experts (C.48 M.18. 
1933) would not be in conflict with this Resolution.

MERCHANT SHIPPING (PASSENGER 
RETURNS) REGULATIONS 


SPECIAL PROVISION FOR PLEASURE CRUISES 

Revised Regulations have been issued by the Board 
of Trade as to the returns which have to be furnished 
by masters of ships carrying passengers to and from 
the United Kingdom with regard to the number and 
description of the passengers. 

The new Regulations make special provision for 
pleasure cruises, and in future the only information 
which will be required in respect of passengers making 
a pleasure cruise beginning and ending in the United 
Kingdom will be the total numbers of British and alien 
passengers, respectively, instead of the detailed parti- 
culars hitherto required in respect of each individual 
passenger. New forms for use in such cases have been 
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provided. At the same time, the other forms usgeq 
under the Regulations have been amended with a view 
to making them simpler and more convenient. 

As the forms at present employed are adaptable fo, 
use under the new Regulations, they may be so adapted 
and continued in use until the existing stocks held by 
the shipping companies are exhausted.

IMPORT DUTIES (DRAWBACK) (NO. 5) 
ORDER, 1933 


CUPRO-NICKEL AND GILDING-METAL COATED 
STEEL CUPS 

The Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 5) Order, 1933, 
issued by the Treasury on May 22, puts into operation 
as from May 26 a scheme for allowance of drawback on 
cupro-nickel and gilding-metal coated steel cups 
used for the manufacture of bullets in certain types of 
metallic ammunition. 

The scheme is recommended in the Import Duties 
Advisory Committee’s Report of May 4, 1933 (Cmd. 
4332), on the ground that at present there is no manu- 
facture of these cups in this country, and that in view 
of the severe foreign competition in the export markets 
the duty on the imported material operates as a 
serious handicap upon British manufacturers of the 
ammunition. 


RELEASE OF IMMOBILISED CREDITS_IN 
YUGOSLAVIA 


As the result of negotiations with the Yugoslav 
National Bank, conducted by H:M. Minister at Bel- 
grade, arrangements have now been made, in the form 
of a Declaration by the Yugoslav National Bank, for 
giving facilities for the release of certain dinar credit 
balances at present immobilised in Yugoslavia.

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OVERSEAS TRADE IN JANUARY AND TRADE 
BALANCE, 1982-33 


The Monthly Summary of Oversea Imports and Exports 
for January and for the first seven months of the trade year 
1932-33, recently made available by the Commonwealth 
Statistician at Canberra, states that imports were 6 per 
cent. higher in January than in the preceding month, while 
exports showed an increase of 26 per cent. In merchandise 
alone the increase was 5 per cent. for imports, but exports 
were 15 per cent. below those of December. The large 
export of bullion and specie in this month (£5,212,186) in- 
cluded the shipment overseas of £2,360,470 gold pounds 
from the gold reserve of the Australian Notes Fund, the 
estimated value of which in Australian currency was 
£44,201,141. 

Exports of merchandise, valued in sterling at £6,964,000, 
were 3 per cent. below, but imports, valued at £4,605,000, 
were 38 per cent. above the corresponding month of last 
year. The increase in imports was chiefly in production 
goods, viz.:—Cornsacks, petroleum, cotton and linen piece- 
goods, lubricating oils, kerosene, cotton yarns, tools of trade, 
and motor chassis and parts, etc.

There was, therefore, a favourable commodity balance of 
£2,.359,000 (sterling), as compared with £3,840,000 for the 
previous January. For the seven months ended January, 
1933, the commodity balance was £8,917,000, as compared 
with £17,940,000 for the corresponding period of 1951-32; 
while taking shipments of bullion and specie into considera- 
tion, the favourable balance was £15,958,000 for the seven 
months under review and £21,647,000 sterling for the corre- 
sponding period of last year. The progressive balances for 
the months of the present trade year were as follows, viz. :

[Imports (values in sterling) during January, 1933, 
amounted to £4,701,000 (of which £4,605,000 represented 
merchandise, and £96,000 bullion and specie), as compared 
with £4,450,000 (£4,375,000 merchandise and £75,000 bullion 
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and specie) in December, 1932, and £3,379,000 (merchandise 
£3,328,000 and bullion and specie £51,000) in January, 
1932. Compared with the corresponding month of last 
year imports increased in all classes except foodstuffs of 
animal origin, £82,000 (£85,000); foodstuffs of vegetable 
origin, £168,000 (£182,000); and animal substances, £72,000 
(£79,000). The greatest increases were in miscellaneous, 
£639,000 (£156,000); apparel and textiles, £1,264,000 
(£978,000); metals and machinery, £789,000 (£521,000) ; 
wood and wicker, £120,000 (£74,000); bullion and specie, 
£97,000 (£51,000); and spirituous and alcoholic liquors, 
£41,000 (£18,000). 


In the seven months ended January 31, 1933, imports 
amounted to £35,652,000, of which £34,971,000 represented 
merchandise and £681,000 bullion and specie, in comparison 
with £24,932,000 (merchandise £24,598,000 and bullion and 
specie £334,000) in the corresponding period of 1931-32. 
Imports of merchandise, therefore, increased 42 per cent. 
over the corresponding period of last year, the classes show- 
ing the largest percentage increases being:—Bullion and 
specie, 104 per cent.; miscellaneous, 102 per cent. ; 
spirituous and alcoholic liquors, 87 per cent.; metals and 
manufactures other than machinery, 86 per cent. ; earthen- 
ware, etc., 81 per cent.; wood, wicker, etc., 64 per cent. ; 
live animals, 64 per cent.; stones and minerals, 63 per cent. ; 
drugs, chemicals and fertilisers, 59 per cent.; jewellery, 
etc., 59 per cent.; vegetable substances and fibres, 50 per 
cent.; oils, fats and waxes, 48 per cent.; and the sub-class, 
yarns, 48 per cent. Only two classes showed decreases 
over this period, viz.:—foodstuffs, 0-5 per cent.; and 
tobacco, 4 per cent.

Export TRADE

For the seven months ended January 31, 1933, the re- 
corded value of exports of merchandise totalled £54,970,000, 
equivalent to £43,888,000 sterling, as compared with 
£54,736,000 (sterling, £42,538,000) in the corresponding 
period of -4931-32. Bullion and specie shipped overseas 
amounted to £9,612,000 (sterling £7,722,000) in comparison 
with £5,132,000 (sterling, £4,041,000) in the corresponding 
period of 1931-32. 

In quantity, compared with the corresponding seven 
months of 1931-32, butter increased by 15 per cent. with 
a reduction in price; cheese rose 34 per cent. at an increased 
price; beef fell away by 18 per cent. with a decrease in 
price; lamb increased 10 per cent., but decreased in price ; 
mutton decreased 43 per cent. with reduced prices; rabbits 
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and hares increased 48 per cent., but declined in price; 
milk and cream increased 100 per cent. at a slightly 
lessened price; sugar decreased by 33 per cent. with a re- 
duced price; wool, greasy, increased by 5 per cent., but 
realised lower prices; wool, scoured, increased by 17 per 
cent. with a slight improvement in price; and lead increased 
21 per cent., but fell away in price.

BRITISH GUIANA 


TRADE, WEATHER AND CROPS 


General trade conditions have been quiet. 

In Barbados the yield of sugar from the current crop 
has been good in the greater part of the Island, and an 
output of 100,000 tons is expected. There has been a better 
demand for molasses. 

Weather conditions in Trinidad have been favourable for 
all agricultural crops and for sugar reaping operations. 
Sugar factories have been working at full pressure in order 
to reap the large tonnage of cane available before the begin- 
ning of the wet season, which is due about the end of May. 
The cocoa industry continues to be very severely depressed 
by low prices; the heavy rains in January appear to have 
had an unfavourable effect on the crop, which will be a 
shorter one than expected. Production of asphalt con- 
tinues at a low ebb. 

Rain is badly needed in the banana districts of Jamaica 
to assist the growth of the young plants. The heavy shrink- 
age—2,956,059 stems from January 1 to April 2—in the 
exports of bananas, compared with the same period of last 
year, reflects the serious setback to this industry as a result 
of the severe gales early in November last; during the 
past few weeks, supplies of the fruit have shown a gradual 
increase, and it is hoped that full quantities will again be 
available about September or October next. It is thought 
that the coming pimento crop will not be a large one. The 
market for ginger has been quiet and weak under the heavy 
offerings of African and Cochins at cheap rates. Exports 
of dyewoods for the first three months of this year show an 
increase of 5,004 tons, Europe having taken more and the 
United States less. 

As regards the Windward Islands work in connection with 
the electric light scheme in Castries, St. Lucia, is proceed- 
ing satisfactorily; the power house is nearing completion 
and it is hoped that the system will be in working o:dei by 
the end of September. The arrowroot industry in St. 
Vincent is making healthy progress; for the six months 
ended March 31, exports of this commodity amounted to 
9,952 barrels as compared with 8,782 barrels during the 
corresponding period ended March 31, 1932, while deliveries 
of the current crop to the warehouses of the St. Vincent 
Co-operative Arrowroot Association show a _ considerable 
expansion compared with the previous crop, the totals being 
17,960 barrels and 12,093 barrels respectively. 

In British Guiana weather conditions have been generally 
favourable for the cane cultivation. The rice market has 
been fairly active.—Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial and 
Overseas). 





CANADA 
MONTREAL PORT TRAFFIC IN 1932 
(From the High Commissioner for Canada in London) 


The Montreal Harbour Commissioners’ Annual Report 
for 1932 shows that the aggregate tonnage handled during 
the year was 10,745,325, an increase of 830,964 tons as com- 
pared with 1931; the total has been exceeded only twice in 
the history of the port, namely in 1927 and 1928. 

Import tonnage reached a new record total of 4,036,045 
tons, an increase of 467,503 tons over the previous year, 
while export tonnage, amounting to 3,926,315 tons, was 
889,480 tons more than in 1931, being the highest total 
recorded since 1928. Ocean-going vessels numbering 1,274 
arrived in Montreal last year as compared with 1,150 in 
1931. A total of 963 trans-Atlantic vessels reached the port 
last season, an increase of 152 during the year, and a record 
total since 1928. Arrivals of coasting ships numbered 311, 
a decrease of 28. The number of inland steamers reported 
inwards was 4,094 as against 4,000 in 1931. 


CoaL AND GRAIN 


British anthracite coal imports last year reached the 
record total of 1,118,287 tons, as compared with 359,253

tons in 1928. Imports of oil and petrol totalled 1,571,85¢ 
tons, as compared with 960,906 tons in 1930. 

Grain deliveries for the first time since 1928 exceeded 
100 million bushels, last year’s total being 112,893,609 
bushels, an increase of 26 per cent. over the previous year, 
Montreal’s grain shipments last year during its summer 
navigation season compare with 41,899,128 bushels for the 
twelve months at New York; 14,323,762 bushels at Galveston 
and 7,129,222 bushels at Baltimore. A recent report of the 
Vancouver Harbour Commissioners estimates total exports 
of grain at that port in 1932 at 105,006,925 bushels.

SOUTH AFRICA 


TRADE CONDITIONS 


The general managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information regarding trade 
conditions in the Union of South Africa :— 

The business position is generally unchanged, with interest 
mainly centred on the General Election on May 17 and the 
opening of Parliament on May 26. The serious condition 
of the farming community is affecting trade, and the public 
is eagerly awaiting details of the new Government’s relief 
measures and the announcement of its policy regarding the 
taxation of the gold-mining industry. Owing to the large 
amount of capital available, the investment and .property 
markets show greater activity, particularly at Cape Town 
and Johannesburg. 

Retail trade in soft goods displays a seasonal improve- 
ment with the advent of the winter season, but wholesale 
houses report that business is slow and competition keen. 

The Reserve Bank’s discount rate has been reduced as 
from May 15 to 34 per cent., which is the lowest rate since 
the Bank’s inception.

Agricultural conditions are generally less favourable owing 
tg insufficient rain. The position in the North-West Cape 
Province and Griqualand West is serious and heavy stock 
losses continue. 


GOLD AND DIAMONDS 


The Transvaal gold output in April, when there were 
4 working days, was 895,027 fine ounces, with a value, in- 
cluding the premium on the basis of £5 19s. Od. per fine oz., 
of £5,325,827, compared with 949,796 fine ozs., with a 
standard value of £4,034,477 in April, 1932 (26 working 
days). Compared with the previous month, the average 
daily output was again lower by 1,917 fine ozs., owing to the 
working of lower-grade ore. The number of natives em- 
ployed increased during the month by 1,789 to 225,279. 


The diamond market is quiet but steady, and the demand 
for diamond and copper shares persists. 


Railway earnings continue to improve; the total from 
April 1 to May 6 was £2,058,984, as compared with 
£1,973,587 for the corresponding period last year. 

The grain markets show a firmer tendency owing to under- 
production. The maize crop is now estimated at 9,550,000 
bags and the quality is reported as below normal. 


Woot, Hipss, Etc. 


The local wool markets are very firm, with prices fully 
10 per cent. higher. The quantity of wool arriving is con- 
siderably less than at this time last year, and competition 
keen. The season is nearing its end and the carry-over is 
expected to be comparatively small. 

The mohair market is very quiet, arrivals exceeding sales. 


All classes of hides and skins are firm, with more enquiry 
from EKurope and America. Supplies are coming forward 
more freely, enabling shippers to accept orders on a larger 
scale. 


Prices for ostrich feathers are unchanged. The Port 
Elizabeth market is but lightly supplied with average 
assortments. 

Supplies of wattle bark are plentiful, but oversea demand 
declined in April. The seasonal cessation of stripping is 
expected in the near future and prices are firm. Business 
in extract is fairly steady and there are prospects of better 
sales. 

Shipments of deciduous fruit in April consisted of 280,551 
boxes, making 2,985,579 for the season to date, compared 
with 2,228,907 for the same period last season. Prospects for 
the citrus fruit season are less favourable than last year. 

The position of the manufacturing industries is generally 
unchanged, but the outlook for the building and allied 
trades is more promising.

TUNISIA 


THE BRITISH SHARE OF IMPORT TRADE 


Tunisia has not escaped the far-reaching effects ot the 
universal economic depression,* writes H.M. Consul- 
General at Tunis in his Report on Economic Conditions 
in Tunisia, i932. 

The crisis has, moreover, affected this country to a greater 
extent than may be apparent on the surface, although the 
symptoms of the world depression, namely, unemployment 
and over-production of agricultural products and raw 
materials, are not so pronounced, nor have they the same 
importance as in other countries. The majority of the 
population normally derives its livelihood from agriculture 
and mining. The crisis in agriculture is due to deficient 
harvests owing to insufficient rainfalls and low world market 
prices for agricultural products. The slump in metal prices 
has so affected the mining industry in the last two years 
that most of the mines have been obliged to close down and 
those still working have diminished their output, thus 
throwing large numbers of labourers out of employment. 

The purchasing capacity of the population of Tunisia is 
therefore very restricted at the present time, and most of 
the imports, apart from the essential needs of the people, 
are evidently destined for consumption by the wealthier 
inhabitants of the larger towns. 


Imports: THe Britisn SHARE 


An examination of the official Customs statistics shows 
that the tariff is not a complete obstacle to trade with 
countries other than France. There are, moreover, certain 
categories of goods in which there would appear to be no 
reason why the United Kingdom should not secure a greater 
share of the trade. For example, in spite of the fact that 
after the application of the tariff in 1919 Great Britain’s 
share in the import trade of Tunisia in cotton textiles and 
yarn naturally gave place gradually in a large measure 
to France, Italy succeeded in 1931 in importing cotton tex- 
tiles to the value of 6,058,000 frs., and yarn to the value

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of 9,356,000 frs., while Great Britain’s shares were only 
414,000 frs. and 43,000 frs. respectively. Earthenware and 
china are another example: similarly in 1931 the imports 
of these articles from Italy amounted to 2,932,000 frs., and 
from Belgium to 2,702,000 frs., while Great Britain’s share 
was 138,000 frs. The same applies to chemicals: Italy, 
1,300,000 frs.; Great Britain, 261,000 frs.; machines and 
machinery, United States, 21,208,000 frs.; Italy, 
7,368,000 frs.; Germany, 5,508,000 frs.; Switzerland, 
2,402,000 frs.; Czechoslovakia, 1,194,000 frs.; Great Britain, 
5,043,000 frs. 

In view of recent developments in rice-milling in Eng. 
land, special interest may be attached to the imports of this 
commodity. Total imports in 1931 amounted to 2,032,000 
frs., of which 1,039,000 frs.’ worth came from France and 
the French colonies, 647,000 frs. from Italy, 114,000 frs, 
from the United States, 101,000 frs. from Spain, 81,000 frs, 
from China and none from Burma or the United Kingdom. 

The chances of enhancing Great Britain’s share of the 
import trade appear to have improved since she abandoned 
the gold standard and the rate of exchange has dropped, 
although the 15 per cent. exchange compensation surtax 
imposed by the French Government, which is also leviable 
in Tunisia on such goods as are subject under the Customs 
union to the duties appearing in the French tariff upon 
importation into this country, constitutes a new handicap. 


URUGUAY 
WOOL EXPORTS, 1932-33 


The British Consul at Montevideo reports that according 
to official statistics exports of wool from Uruguay during 
March (the sixth month of the export season) amounted 
to 10,195 bales. Of this total Italy received 2,767 bales, 
Germany 2,450 bales, Great Britain 1,401 bales, Belgium 
1,379 bales, Holland 1,036 bales, France 789 bales, Japan 
152 bales, Brazil 83 bales, Sweden 73 bales, and Spain 
65 bales. 

The total for the first half of the current season, Octo- 
ber 1, 1932, to March 31, 1933, was 85,129 bales, of which 
Germany took 21,618 bales, Great Britain 19,461 bales, Italy 
15,856 bales, France 11,418 bales, Belgium 7,843 bales, 
Holland 6,679 bales, Sweden 848 bales, Spain, 482 bales, the 
Soviet Union 344 bales, Japan 290 bales, Brazil 221 bales, 
Argentina 59 bales and the United States 10 bales. 

The increase as compared with the previous season (1931- 
1932) amounted to 26,852 bales. 

The following are the chief variations by countries for 
the first six months of the present season as compared with 
the previous season: Great Britain, + 6,351 bales; Ger- 
many, + 5,963; Italy, + 5,318; Belgium, + 3,536; France, 
+ 2,996; Holland, + 2,439; the Soviet Union, + 344; 
Sweden, + 212; Brazil, + 181; Japan, + 124; Spain, + 66; 
Argentina, — 112; and the United States, — 566 bales.

UNITED KINGDOM—SWEDEN 
TRADE AGREEMENT: EXCHANGE OF NOTES 


The following is the English text of Notes exchanged 
on the occasion of the signature of the Anglo-Swedish Trade 
Agreement of May 15, particulars of which were given in 
last week’s issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.” :—

Foreign Office, 
London, May 15, 1933. 
Sir, 

I have the honour to state that in the course of the nego- 
tiations which have led to the conclusion of the Commercial 
Agreement between the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland and Sweden signed this day it has 
always been assumed by His Majesty’s Government in the 
United Kingdom that neither Government would introduce 
quantitative restrictions on imports which would have the 
effect of nullifying the tariff concessions for which provision 
is made in the Agreement. In order, however, to put the 
matter beyond dispute, I should be glad to have an assurance 
that the Swedish Government view the matter in the same

light and that they have no intention of imposing quanti- 
tative restriction on imports of articles enumerated in 
Schedule I to the Agreement. 

9. On the assumption that this assurance is given on 
behalf of the Swedish Government I am authorised, on 
behalf of His Majesty’s Government in the United King- 
dom, to give a similar assurance. as regards the articles 
enumerated in Schedule If to the Agreement, with the 
exception, of course, of the products of agriculture and of 
fisheries, to which, as you know, special considerations 
apply, and to state at the same time that His Majesty’s 
Government in the United Kingdom have no intention of 
imposing quantitative restrictions on the importation of 
Swedish iron ore.

ing the tariff concessions for which provision is made in 
the Agreement. This assurance is subject to a similar assur- 
ance being given on behalf of the Swedish Government.

posed on silk yarn (T.N. 399) is substantially modi- 
fied they will give favourable consideration to the 
desire of the Government of the United Kingdom 
that the rate of duty applied to wool tissues of 
whatever weight containing up to 5 per cent. of silk 
should not be higher than that applied to wool 
tissues not containing silk. 

2. In regard to Article 2. ‘The Swedish Government agree 
to consider sympathetically any proposal by the 
Government of the United Kingdom for the sub- 
stitution of specific duties for any of the ad valorem 
duties set out in the second schedule to the 
Agreement.

UNITED KINGDOM—ICELAND 
TRADE AGREEMENT 

The following is the English text of the Agreement 
between the Governments of the United Kingdom and of 
Iceland, and the Protocol thereto, signed in London on 
May 19, 1933. The Agreement is not to come into force until 
the Government of Iceland notify that the legislation neces- 
sitated by the Agreement has been passed by the Icelandic 
Parliament :— 


The Government of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland and the Government of Iceland, desir- 
ing to facilitate and extend still further trade and com- 
merce between the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Northern lreland on the one hand and the Kingdom of 
Iceland on the other hand, have agreed to the following 


effect :— 
ARTICLE 1 


The articles enumerated in the Schedule to this Agree- 
ment produced or manufactured in the United Kingdom 
from whatever place arriving shall not on importation into 
Iceland be subjected to duties or charges other or higher 
than those specified in the Schedule. 


ARTICLE 2 


(1) Fresh or salted fish (other than shell fish) imported 
into the United Kingdom from Iceland shall not be subject 
to any other or higher duty or charge than a duty of 10 per 
cent. ad valorem. 

(2) The Government of the United Kingdom undertake 
that in the event of their regulating the quantity of the 
imports of fish into the United Kingdom the total quantity 
of fresh and wet salted fish permitted to be imported from 
Iceland, exclusive of any salmon, sea-trout, eels and fresh- 
water fish, shall be not less than 354,000 cwts. in any year, 
of which minimum permitted total not less than 104,000 
ewts. shall consist of wet salted fish. 


(3) The Government of the United Kingdom undertake to 
bring into force, in the case of the export of dried salted fish 
prepared in the United Kingdom from fresh or wet salted 
fish imported from Iceland, a system of drawback in respect 
of the import duty paid on the fresh or wet salted fish on 
importation into the United Kingdom. 

(4) The existing provision for freedom from import duty 
of dried fish produced in Iceland, imported into the United 
Kingdom solely with a view to the re-exportation thereof 
after transit through the United Kingdom or by way of 
transhipment, shall continue in operation. 

(5) In this article, the expression ‘‘ fish imported from 
Iceland ”’ includes fish landed in the United Kingdom direct 
from sea by Icelandic vessels. 


ARTICLE 3 


(1) In no circumstances shall any reduction be applied 
to the imports into the United Kingdom of chilled or frozen 
mutton and lamb from Iceland proportionately greater than 
that applied to similar descriptions of mutton and lamb from 
any other foreign country. 

(2) In the event of any modification in the present scheme 
of regulation of imports of chilled or frozen mutton and 
lamb into the United Kingdom from foreign countries, full 
consideration shall be given to the claims of Iceland. 

(3) In the event of any other foreign supplying country 
renouncing or forfeiting in whole or in part its allocation 
of imports of the aforesaid products, the allocation to Ice- 
land shall be increased in not less ratio than the allocation 
to any other foreign country. 
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ARTICLE 4 

Nothing in this Agreement shall be deemed to affect the 
rights and obligations arising out of any Treaty at present 
in force between the United Kingdom and Iceland, and in 
particular the Treaty of Peace and Commerce signed at 
Whitehall on the 13th February, 1660/1, or the Treaty of 
Peace and Commerce signed at Copenhagen on the 11th 
July, 1670, including the declaration amending the said 
treaties signed at Copenhagen on the 9th May, 1912. 

The Contracting Governments agree that, having regard 
to the provisions of the above-mentioned treaties of 1660/1 
and 1670, goods produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom shall enjoy in Iceland, and goods produced or 
manufactured in Iceland shall enjoy in the United King- 
dom, treatment in all respects not less favourable than that 
enjoyed by goods produced or manufactured in any other 
foreign country. 

ARTICLE 5 

The Contracting Governments agree that any dispute that 
may arise between them as to the proper interpretation or 
application of any of the provisions of the present Agree- 
ment or of any of the treaties enumerated in Article 4 shall, 
at the request of either of them, be referred to the Permanent 
Court of International Justice, unless in any particular 
case the Contracting Governments agree to submit the dis- 
pute to some other tribunal, or to dispose of it by some other 
form of procedure. In case any dispute shall fall to be 
submitted to the Permanent Court of International Justice, 
the Court shall, unless the Contracting Governments other- 
wise agree, be requested to give its decision in accordance 
with the summary procedure provided for in Article 29 of 
the Statute of the Court. 


ARTICLE 6 

The present Agreement shall come into operation as soon 
as a notification has been given by the Government of Ice- 
land to the Government of the United Kingdom that the 
necessary legislation has been passed by the Icelandic Par- 
liament, and, subject to the provisions of paragraph 1 of the 
Protocol signed this day, shall continue in force during a 
period of three years from the date of its coming into 
operation. : 

[In case neither of the Contracting Governments shall have 
given notice to the other six months before the expiration of 
the said period of three years of their intention to terminate 
the Agreement it shall remain in force, subject to the pro- 
visions of paragraph 1 of the Protocol signed this day, until 
the expiry of six months from the date on which notice of 
such intention is given. 

In witness whereof the undersigned, being duly author- 
ised to that effect, have signed the present Agreement and 
have thereto affixed their seals. 

Done at London this nineteenth day of May, nineteen 
hundred and thirty-three, in duplicate in English and 
Icelandic, both texts being equally authentic.

PROTOCOL 


At the moment of signing the Agreement of this day’s 
date between the Government of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland and the Government of 
Iceland relating to trade and commerce, the undersigned, 
being duly authorised to that effect, declare that they have 
agreed on the provisions set out in the following Protocol, 
which shall form an integral part of the above-mentioned 
Agreement. 

1. The Government of the United Kingdom shall have 
the right to terminate the Agreement at any time upon 
three months’ notice, if in any one year the amount of coal 
of United Kingdom origin imported into Iceland is less 
than 77 per cent. of the total imports of coal into Iceland 
in that year, as shown by the official statistics issued by the 
Icelandic Government. The Agreement shall not be ter- 
minated in virtue of this arrangement if, during the period 
between the date when notice of termination is given and 
the date of its taking effect, quantities of coal of United 
Kingdom origin are imported into Iceland sufficient to make 
good the deficiency. 

The Contracting Governments take note of a letter to 
the Chairman of the Icelandic Delegation dated this day and 
signed on behalf of the United Kingdom coal industry by 
the Chairman of the Central Council of Colliery Owners 
and the Chairman of the British Coal Exporters’ Federa- 
tion, wherein they have expressed their desire and firm in- 
tention to fulfil the requirements of Icelandic buyers and 
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users of coal by every means within their power; and for 
this purpose have given to Icelandic buyers and users the 
assurances contained in that letter with regard to prices, 
qualities, availability of supplies, and other matters. The 
right of the Government of the United Kingdom, as stipu- 
lated above, to terminate the Agreement upon three months’ 
notice in the circumstances set out is conditional upon those 
assurances being implemented. 


2. It is understood that in the Agreement the term 
‘foreign country”’ in relation to the United Kingdom means 
a country not being a part of the British Commonwealth 
of Nations nor a territory under British protection or 
suzerainty, nor a mandated territory in respect of which 
the mandate is exercised by the Government of a part of 
the British Commonwealth of Nations.

3. The Government of the United Kingdom declare that 
they will not claim the benefit of any privileges accorded 
by the Government of Iceland exclusively to Denmark.

GENERAL 
1. Goods eligible for Drawback.—In the case of goods of 
any class or description manufactured in and exported or 
shipped as stores from the United Kingdom, Section 9 of the 
Finance Act, 1932, empowers the Treasury, on receiving a

scheme from the Import Duties Advisory Committee, and 
after consultation with the appropriate Department, by 
Order to allow drawback in respect of any material of a 
class or description chargeable with duty under Part I of 
the Import Duties Act, 1932, used in the manufacture of 
those goods. 

The directions in this notice apply only to goods which are 
the subject of such Treasury Order. 

2. Goods removed to a Registered Shipbuilding Yard.— 
Where goods which are eligible under Treasury Order for 
drawback on exportation, are brought into any Registered 
Shipbuilding Yard, the Commissioners are empowered to 
treat the goods for drawback purposes as if they had been 
exported from the United Kingdom. 

3. Statutory Rules.—The Act empowers the Commis- 
sioners of Customs and Excise to make rules requiring 
persons who have been concerned at any stage with goods in 
the case of which drawback is claimed to furnish informa- 
tion and produce books of account and documents to enable 
the Commissioners to determine whether duty has been paid 
on the material in respect of which the claim is made. 


IMPORTATION OF MATERIALS AND MANUFACTURE OF GOODS 


4. Kvidence of payment of duty on Materials.—The 
certificate (Materials Certificate) will on application be 
issued to the importer at the time of payment of duty pro- 
vided that the material for which the certificate is required 
is separately specified on the Entry. The Materials Cer- 
tificate may be transferred with the materials on sale of 
the complete parcel or may be exchanged for Materials 
Certificates of smaller denominations to cover the sale of 
smaller quantities. 

The manufacturer of goods eligible for drawback must, 
when required, produce the Materials Certificate as evidence 
of payment of duty on the materials, and on the exportation 
or on sale of the goods for subsequent exportation must 
make a statement on Form No. 138 (Sale) (Manufacturer’s 
Statement), certified by the proper Officer of Customs and 
Excise, that the duty-paid material has been used in the 
manufacture of the goods. 

Provision is made for the transfer of the Manufacturer’s 
Statement and, on the application of the manufacturer, for 
its division. 

The Manufacturer’s Statement must be produced by the 
exporter of the goods as evidence of payment of duty on 
the materials used in the manufacture of the goods. 

5. Issue of Materials Certificate.—The Materials Certifi- 
cate will be issued by the Collector of Customs and Excise 
at the port of importation. If a certificate is required, the 
importer of the material, at the time of payment of duty by 
Prime Entry ex ship, or the person paying duty by Home 
Consumption Warrant ex bonded warehouse, must endorse 
these documents with a request for the issue of a Materials 
Certificate (or Certificates) in respect of all or any of the 
material on the Entry or Warrant. 

6. Transfer of Materials Certificate—When a trader 
delivers material in respect of which a certificate has been 
granted he may transfer with the goods a Materials Cer- 
tificate (or Certificates) for a quantity not exceeding that 
of the goods delivered. The certificate may thus be passed 
from one trader to another if the quantity of goods delivered 
with it is not less than that on the certificate. No endorse- 
ment of the certificate will be necessitated by these 
transfers. 

When, however, the quantity is sub-divided the certificate 
must likewise be sub-divided. 

A record of these transfers must be kept by the traders 
concerned (see paragraph 13). 





7. Sub-division of Materials Certificate.—Application on 
Form No. 137 (Sale) and the certificate to be sub-divided 
are to be forwarded to the Collector, Customs and Excise, 
Adelaide House, King William Street, London, E.C. 4. In 
order to avoid delay particular attention should be paid to 
the instructions on that form. 


8. Endorsement of the Materials Certificate by the Manu- 


facturer.—Provision is made for the endorsement on the 
Materials Certificate of the following particulars :— 
(a) (1) the several quantities of materials to which the 
certificates relates taken into manufacture ; 
(ii) the quantities of goods manufactured and the 
quantities of duty-paid materials contained 
therein; and 
(6) the quantities of goods exported on drawback by 
the manufacturer or sold by him as eligible

When there is not sufficient space on the Materials Certif- 
cate the endorsements must be continued on a separate sheet 
firmly annexed to the Materials Certificate which is to be 
noted ‘‘ Endorsements continued on annexed sheet.’’ The 
letter and serial number of the Materials Certificate must 
be entered at the top of each sheet, which is to be serially 
numbered. . 

in the case of any difficulty which may arise in applying

9. Preparation and Certification of Manufacturer’s 
Statement.—The Manufacturer’s Statement, Form No. 138 
(Sale), is to be prepared by the manufacturer and is to be 
forwarded with the relative Materials Certificate (or Cer- 
ficates) properly endorsed to the local Officer of Customs and 
Excise. The Manufacturer’s Statement will be certified and 
returned to the trader together with any Materials Certifi- 
cates which have not been exhausted by deliveries. 

The Manufacturer’s Statement must be used to cover the 
delivery out of the manufacturer’s possession of any 
material which has been advanced beyond the state in which 
it was at the time of importation. 

10. Use of Manufactured Goods in further manufacture. 
—The manufacturer who receives manufactured goods 
covered by another Manufacturer’s Statement for use in 
further manufacture is to endorse on it particulars of the 
quantities taken into manufacture and the goods manufac- 
tured therefrom as in the case of a Materials Certificate 
(see paragraph 8.) When a Manufacturer’s Statement (see 
paragraph 9) is prepared jin respect of the finished goods the 
endorsed Manufacturer’s Statement must be forwarded to 
the local Officer with the prepared Form No. 138 (Sale).

11. Transfer of Manufacturer’s Statement.—When the 
whole of the goods on a Manufacturer’s Statement are sold 
by the manufacturer to another trader the manufacturer 
may, provided he has completed the declaration on the 
statement and obtained the Officer’s signature to the cer- 
tificate thereon, transfer the completed statement with the 
goods. Similarly the statement may pass with the goods 
from one trader to another when the quantity of goods 
delivered is not less than that on the statement, but when 
the quantity is less the statement must be sub-divided. 

A record of these transfers must be kept by the traders 
concerned (see paragraph 13). 

12. Sub-division of Manufacturer’s Statement.—The re- 
quisite application, Form No. 137 (Sale) and the fresh 
statements, Form No. 138 (Sale), duly signed by the manu- 
facturer, are to be forwarded with the Manufacturer’s 
Statement to be divided to the Officer of Customs and Excise 
whose address appears on that Statement. Further direc- 
tions are given on the application form. 

13. Record of Certificates, Materials and Manufactured 
Goods.—In all cases records are to be kept showing :— 

(a) the letter and serial numbers of ali certificates 
received and delivered ; 


(b) the dates of receipt, sub-division (if any) and 
delivery ; 
(c) the names and addresses of the persons from whom 
received and to whom delivered; and 
(d) the several quantities and descriptions of the 
materials :

14. Manufacturer’s Records.—In addition to the endorse- 
ments on the Materials Certificates and Manufacturers’ 
Statements (paragraphs 8 and 10) and the record of certifi- 
cates, materials and manufactured goods (paragraph 13) 
the manufacturer must keep such manufacturing records as 
may be reasonably necessary to prove that the duty-paid 
material has been used in the manufacture of the goods in 
respect of which drawback is claimed. 


EXPORTATION ON DRAWBACK 


15. Bonds.—Bond must be entered into for the due ex- 
portation, etc., of the goods on which drawback is claimed. 
The bond may be either for a single consignment or a 
“General Bond ” with a minimum penalty of £25 to cover a 
series of exportations. The advantage of the latter bond is 
that it avoids the necessity for giving bond for each 
separate transaction. 

Applications for all bonds should be addressed to the local 
Officer of Customs and Excise.

17. Persons who may give Bond and sign Shipping Bills. 
—The law places on the exporter the burden of proof that 
goods on which drawback is claimed have been duly ex- 
ported, shipped as stores, or brought into a Registered Ship- 
building Yard, as the case may be, and he (or his agent 
in connection with the export transaction) is accordingly 
the proper person to give bond and to sign the declaration 
on the Shipping Bill (Form No. 135 (Sale) or No. 136 
(Sale) ) as the case may require. 

The Shipping Bill should be signed :— 

(a) When the bond is given by a person :— 
(i) by that person, or 
(ii) by a clerk in his employment or an agent, 
if duly authorised in writing; 
(b) When the bond is given by a private company or 
firm :— 
(i) by one of the partners, or 
(ii) by a clerk in their employment or an 
agent, if duly authorised in writing ; 
(c) When bond is given by a Limited Company :— 
(i) by the Managing Director or Secretary, or 
(ii) by any other Officer of the Company or an 
agent, if duly authorised under the seal 
of the Company. 


Authorisations should be on the special Form which may 
be obtained from the Officer of Customs and Excise. | 

18. Action by Exporter prior to Shipment. Preparation 
of Shipping Bill and Despatch of Duplicate to Officer of 
Customs and Excise.—The exporter, when he intends pack- 
ing any consignment for exportation on drawback, must 
prepare both the ‘‘ Original ”? and the ‘‘ Duplicate ”? copies 
of the appropriate form of Shipping Bill, and send the 
“ Duplicate ’’ and the relative Manutacturer's Statement, 
properly completed, to the local Officer of Customs and 
Excise. . 

As a general rule the ‘‘ Duplicate’? should be in the 
hands of the Officer at least 24 hours before the packing 
commences, but in special circumstances arrangements may 
be made with the Officer for the delivery of the 
“ Duplicate ’’ at such time as will afford him a reasonable 
opportunity of attending the packing. a 

If continuous packing of goods for drawback is in 
operation, Part I of the form, headed ‘‘ Notice to Pack,

need not be filled in providing the words ‘‘ Continuous 
Packing ’’ are written across it, and the address of the 
Officer is inserted on the first line. 

The above procedure reduces to a minimum the necessity 
for examination and sampling of goods at the place of ship- 
ment, but it must be understood that the Commissioners 
retain the right to carry out such examination and sampling 
when they deem it necessary. 

If, however, the exporter desires to produce his goods for 
examination at the ship’s side the acceptance of the draw- 
back claim will be conditional on production of the goods for 
examination prior to shipment. In such a case the direc- 
tions in paragraph 29 should be observed. 

19. Facilities for Examination of Goods.—Facilities, in- 
cluding scales, weights and measures (where necessary), 
must be provided for examination of the goods by the Officer 
at the place of packing, and the trader must furnish any 
assistance required. 

20. Particulars to be shown in Shipping Bill.—The par- 
ticulars as required by the claim form are to be inserted, 
and the claim should contain, inéer aliu, a description of 
the goods in each package. 

The space provided on the Shipping Bills for ‘‘ Trader’s 
Consecutive Reference No.’’ should in every case be used, 
and this number should be quoted on all subsequent 
enquiries or communications. The number will be quoted 
on the Debenture for payment of the drawback. 

21. Evidence of Duty Payment.—The exporter must pro- 
duce as evidence of payment of duty on the imported 
materials the Manufacturer’sStatement signed by the manu- 
facturer and certified by the Officer of Customs and Excise. 
No objections will be raised if the Manufacturer’s State- 
ment covers more than the quantity of goods actually ex- 
ported, but no credit can be given for the excess quantity 
in the event of any future exportation. The exporter must 
also keep the records described in paragraph 13, and (if he 
is the manufacturer of the goods) those referred to in para- 
graph 14, and allow the Officer to inspect these either at 
the time of packing for exportation or subsequently. 

22. Despatch of Goods for Shipment.—As soon as a pack- 
ing is finished, but not before the time stated in the Notice 
to Pack, the exporter is at liberty to despatch the packages 
to the port of shipment, whether the Officer has attended or 
not. 

Free goods may, if desired, be included in the same case 
or package with goods which are being exported on draw- 
back. If practicable the drawback goods should be packed 
together near the top of the case or package. A brief 
description of the free goods and their value must be 
entered by the exporter at the foot of the specification on 
the Shipping Bill. The usual Specifications must be passed 
for tree goods included in the same package with drawback 
goods, unless the free goods are fully described in 
accordance with the Import and Export List. 

The exporter must affix to each package to be dispatched, 
in a conspicuous position as close as possible to the shipping 
marks, a green ‘‘ Exported on Drawback’’ Label (No. 
K. 130A), supplies of which will be furnished by the Officer. 
Failure to affix the label may result in delay in the payment 
of drawback. 

23. Despatch of the original Shipping Bill.—When there 
is more than one Shipping Bill for the goods contained in 
one case, the original Shipping Bills should be fastened 
together and numbered consecutively ; beneath the consecu- 
tive number should be placed the total number of Bills 
relating to the particular package, e.g., if three Shipping 
Bills relate to one package they should be numbered, 4, %, 
*. The duplicate Shipping Bills should be similarly 
numbered. 

The marks shown on the Shipping Bill must be in agree- 
ment with the marks shown on the export packages to which 
it relates. In every case the shipping advice should indicate 
clearly that the packages contain drawback goods, and 
should be conspicuously marked:—‘‘ Produce to H.M. 
Customs.”’ 

The original Shipping Bill (Form No. 135 (Sale) ) must 
be despatched to the Collector, or, if more convenient, direct 
to the Export Officer, at the port of shipment in such a 
manner as to ensure that it will reach the Export Officer 
before the goods are shipped. In the case of goods to be 
shipped in the port of London the form should be sent direct 
to the Officer at the place of shipment (and not to the 
Collector) addressed :— 

‘“The Export Officer, Customs and Excise, 

i i ad al all Dock (or Wharf), 


London. 
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lf the whole of the goods are not shipped by the vessel 
named on the original Form No. 135 (Sale) or if they are 
to be transferred to another vessel an immediate request in 
writing to amend the Shipping Bill should be made to the 
Officer at the Export Station by the exporter or his agent. 

24. Procedure on Exportation by Parcel Post.—Where 
goods are to be exported on drawback by Parcel Post the 
appropriate Form No. 136 (Sale) must be used and the 
procedure described in the foregoing paragraphs must be 
followed as applicable. The exporter is at liberty to post 
the parcels as soon as the packing is finished, but not earlier 
than the time stated in the Notice to Pack, whether the 
Officer has attended the packing or not. The exporter is to 
affix the green ‘‘ Exported on Drawback’’ Label to each 
parcel, and present them at the Post Office with the original 
Form No. 136 (Sale), that part of the form described as the 
‘Certificate of Posting’’ being filled up ready for signa- 
ture. When the ‘Certificate of Posting ’’ has been com- 
pleted by the signature of the Postal Official the exporter is 
to send the original Form No. 136 (Sale) direct to the Officer 
of Customs and Excise. 

Drawback is not payable in respect of any goods 
despatched by posts other than the Imperial and Foreign 
Parcel Post. 

25. Payment of Drawback will be made by the Collector 
of Customs and Excise in whose area the payee’s premises 
are situated. Exporters are advised that any failure to 
comply with the directions in this notice may result in 
delay in payment of the drawback. 

26. Verification of Claims to Drawback.—Exporters, 
manufacturers and other persons concerned will be required 
to allow Officers to inspect their records and accounts so as 
to establish the accuracy of the claim. 

All documents and accounts relating to goods in respect of 
which drawback is claimed must be available for inspection 
for at least one year after the date of the exportation of the 
goods, and arrangements should be made to retain docu- 
ments relating to goods which may be exported on drawback 
for a sufficient time to enable this requirement to be met. 

27. Goods removed to a Registered Shipbuilding Yard.— 
Drawback is payable on goods entitled to drawback by 
Treasury Order (see paragraph 2) brought into a registered 
shipbuilding yard for use in the building, repairing and 
refitting of ships in that yard. 

Bond must be given. The general exportation bond (para- 
graph 15) will cover this transaction or an ordinary bond 
may be taken out locally. 

The Shipping Bill, Form No. 135 (Sale) should be fur- 
nished in triplicate with the heading on the form suitably 
amended. 

If the goods are to be examined at the claimant’s premises 
Notice to Pack must be given as directed in paragraph 18. 
On their despatch the directions in paragraph 22 are to be 
observed but the original and triplicate forms are to be for- 
warded to the Officer of Customs and Excise who visits the 
shipbuilding yard whose address may be obtained from the 
local Officer. 

When it is intended that the goods should be examined 
at the shipbuilding yard, the Notice to Pack should be 
noted ‘‘ Goods to be examined at.................. ’? (the name 
and address of the shipbuilding yard) and the three copies 
of the Shipping Bill should be forwarded to the Officer who 
visits the shipbuilding yard. 

28. Goods shipped for Use as Stores.—The following varia- 
tions in the procedure laid down in this Notice in regard to 
the exportation of goods as merchandise are to be observed. 

The Notice to Pack and the titling on the Shipping Bill 
(Form No. 135 (Sale) ) are to be amended to show that the 
goods are being shipped as stores. 

The Shipping Bill is to be endorsed and packages are to 
be legibly marked ‘‘ To be produced to the Customs at 
Shipment.”’ 

The goods may be examined either at the exporter’s 
premises under the conditions laid down in this notice or 
at the ship’s side. In the latter case a duplicate Form 
No. 135 (Sale) will not be required. 

In order that the shipment as stores may be controlled the 
original Form No. 135 (Sale) must be sent to the Collector 
at the port of shipment and not to the Officer at the Export 
Station. 

29. Examination at Ship’s Side.—Exporters-who do not 
wish to avail themselves of the procedure of examination 
of goods at the time of packing may have the goods 
examined at the ship’s side. 

Bond must be entered into. 

The Form No. 135 (Sale) original and duplicate with 
the Notice to Pack cancelled and conspicuously headed 
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‘‘ Goods to be examined at the port of shipment ”’ with the 
supporting Manufacturer’s Statements, duly completed, 
annexed, is to be sent to the Collector at the port of ship- 
ment or the Officer at the Export Station in sufficient time 
to permit of the examination of the goods before they are 
shipped. Each package despatched for shipment is to be 
labelled ‘‘'To be produced to the Officer of Customs and 
Excise before shipment.’’ Exporters must also make 
arrangements for production of the goods to that Officer for 
examination and sampling before shipment. If the goods 
are not produced no drawback is payable. 

30. Isle of Man.—No duty is charged in the Jsle of Man 
in respect of goods charged with duty under the Import 
Duties Act, 1932, sent from Great Britain or Northern 
Ireland provided drawback has not been claimed. If, how. 
ever, it is desired to claim drawback, payment of drawback 
cannot be made until a certificate is produced from the 
proper Officer of Customs and Excise in the Island showing 
that the goods have been landed and produced to him there. 


Note.—The Procedure in this Notice relates solely to 
goods manufactured from imported materials on which duty 
under the Import Duties Act, 1932, has been paid and ip 
respect of which a scheme of drawback under Section 9 
of the Finance Act, 1932, is operative.

Memorandum No. 465, Supplement No. 23, issued on 
May 9 by the Dominion Department of National Revenue, 
states that, if the selling price to the Canadian purchaser 
of United Kingdom goods imported into Canada is equal 
to the value of the invoice computed at $4°25 to the pound 
or over, but actually less than the value of the invoice com- 
puted at the rate of exchange at date of shipment, the goods 
are being sold for less than the fair home consumption value, 
and special or dumping duty will apply, apart from the 
provisions of Orders-in-Council P.C. 2428, P.C. 2674 and 
P.C. 543. Under these Orders-in-Council exchange dump- 
ing duty was levied on United Kingdom goods of a class 
or kind made in Canada, equal to the difference between 
the invoice value in sterling computed at the fixed “‘ par 
rate’? of $4:25 to the pound and such value computed at 
the current rate of exchange. 


CUSTOMS RULING REGARDING CERTAIN 
IRON OR STEEL PLATES 


Appraisers’ Bulletin No. 4042, issued on May 8 by the 
Dominion Department of National Revenue, states that 
plates of iron or steel of tank and structural quality, up to 
73 in. in width inclusive, are now made in Canada and

TURNOVER TAX VALUATIONS 


Under the Turnover Tax Ordinance of January 30, 1932 
(see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of February 18, 1932, pages 237-8), the 
Minister of Finance was empowered to fix average values 
(valuations) for particular goods imported into Germany 
for the purpose of applying the turnover tax at the time 
of Customs clearance.

ITALY 


IMPORT AND TRANSIT OF CERTAIN PLANTS 


The ‘* Gazzetta Ufficiale’? (Rome) of May 4 contains a 
Ministerial Decree, dated March 29 and effective as from 
May 1, which prohibits the import into Italy, from all 
foreign countries, of plants and parts of plants of the 
‘‘Ulmus ”’ genus, with the exception of seeds, in view of 
the danger of introducing into Italy exotic parasites, in- 
jurious to the cultivation of plants and fruit.

SPECIAL DUTIES AUTHORISED

SPAIN 
ENCOURAGEMENT OF THE SILK INDUSTRY 


The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid” for May 9 contains a Decree, 
dated May 6, which provides for the establishment of a Silk 
industry Committee to organise the production and stimu- 
late the export from Spain of fabrics and other manufactures 
of natural and artificial silk, pure or mixed with other 
textiles. 

The Committee will assist exporters of these goods by 
granting aids or bounties. The bounty granted on any par- 
ticular consignment is not, in general, to exceed the amount 
of import duty which would be payable, in Spain, on the raw 
material which enters into its composition. 

The funds for the payment of these bounties will be de- 
rived, in part, from payments to be made by importers and 
by Spanish spinners and manufacturers of natural and 
artificial silk in accordance with the following scale :— 


Floss silk and yarn of floss silk, not twisted or dyed— 
3 centimos per kilog. 

Yarn (of silk or artificial silk), not twisted or dyed— 
35 centimos per kilog. 

Yarn (of silk or artificial silk), bleached or dyed and 
twisted yarn, bleached, dyed or not dyed—50 centimos 
per kilog. 


Contributions are also to be made by Spanish manufac- 
turers, twisters, dyers and finishers of natural and artificial 
silk,
